RECORD OF SPIRITUAL INVESTIGATIONS. 
(Continued from pago 23, May 13.) 


June 24, 1857.—I had a visit from a young man whom I had 
formerly employed as a clerk in my office, A. Mel. He was 
deaf, and cousequontly dumb, from his birth, but had received 
an excellent education. Ile isa young man highly connected 
in Scotland, of quick parts, and is extremely intelligent, aud 
above all of tho most uncompromising integrity. On placing his 
hand on the board with with me, it immediately began to 
move freely. Tho following communication came after some 
unintelligible sentences : 


“L'Empereur Napoleon compliments you on your skill in manœuvrer- 
log tho Spirits.” 


Notwithstanding the simplicity and sincerity of his character, 
J at first fancied that my young friend was trying to play me 
a trick, and rose from tho table somewhat offended. Tis quick 
eye immediately read my mind, and he looked quite distressed, 
as ho left my house. arly tho next evening he called on me 
with his sister, who with her brother protested his entire inno- 
conce of voluntarily moving tho bonrd, and still more of at- 
tempting to impose upon one whom he looked upon as a true 
friend. Being fully satisfied, we sat down to tho board again, 
and received the fellowing short commmnication : 


u Frederick the great—Tlio blood I shed. it stares at me and haunts 
me. Tho ories and groana of the victims of my ambition, distract and 
tear my sonl, oven to the inmost parts.” 


Will you communicate with us again? “Not to night.” 

J shall not stop to answer tho ridicule with which theso com- 
munications may be received by some readers; I will merely ob- 
serve that if thero is any deception in the mutter, it is on the 
part of some of tho Spirits themselves, as they somotimes person- 
ato other Spirits. Still, believing as I do iu Spirit communion, 1 
can sce no good reason why the veritable Spirits of Nnpoleon 
and Krederick may not tako a lively interest in spiritual inter- 
courso as well ns the Spirita of men less known to fume. Na- 
poleon was but a man, oud Frederick in some respects less than 


a man. 


On trying the board immediately afterward with Miss MeL., 
I found that she, like myself, was what may be called n semi- 
medium. The first communication we receivel was from a rel- 
ative of hers, who commanded a merchant vessel, aud was lost 
with all be possessed, in the West Indies. 


Angus McL.--How, and where did you die? “ Drowned in a hurri- 
cane off the Triangles Islands, August 44.” In what ship? “Clyde.” 
What became of your money? “Ja thedeep. At dear home I hovef, 
as all the pleasure I had ; eo I take a special interest in the affairs of 
the family.” What do you advise your cousin John todo? “Live ia 
the fear of God and all will be zaut with you. Good night” 


The Triangles Island I never heard of before. The word 
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move as in writing. but we got nothing intelligible on this oc 
casion. 

To some minds this mixed and jumbled communication may 
appear quite unimportant and frivolous, bat anything that il- 
lustrates a principle, or tends in any manner to prove a fuct, 
should not be regarded in this light. It is obvious that were 
such communicetions the voluntary product of the minds of the 
media, we should at the very least expect something intelligible 
and connected. As for any involuntary intelligence proceeding 
from the mind or the brain, it appears to my mind an unten- 
able assertion—a sheer absurdity. 


“taut,” not remembering the nautical term at the timc, we 
both supposed was intended for ¿aught, and we asked the Spirit 
twice to spell it out again, but still, notwithstauding our ex- 
pectation, and perhaps some degree of will in the matter, it 
would still come “taut.” This is only one of the many 
instances we have had in communicating by the board, where 
a different word has been pertinaciously spelled out, from the 
one we expected. 

June 30, 1857.—Following my record of spiritual commu- 
nications, 1 should here insert two communications, forming 
the commencement of a series emanating from a Spirit of a high 
order of intelligence ; but in order to preserve their continuity, 
I will reserve them until I have given some account of the 
development of one of my daughters as a spiritual medium. 
Mrs. F. had come dowa with her children to keep house for us 
during Mrs. M.'s and my absence at the sea eoast, near Port- 
land. On trying the board with my daughter, it moved freely 
at onco with one of my hauds on it or with her own outy. The 
first communication was from the Spirit of ber husband's 
brother, who formerly filled an ofice under the goverument in 
Belleville : 


July 12. 1857—* Agnes F.. your boy is very like me, You must 
make him a better man than me. He has a more tractable disposition, 
and a kinder heart. and more firmness of parpose, more force of char- 
acter, and with proper management will make a great man for Can- 
ada. You mnst restrain sll bis tyraunical passions These were the 
ruin of me. You must make him what he will be, All depends upon 
you. Agnes begins to be developed. In about a month she will be 
known as o writing-medium.” 


In order to illustrate the philosophy of this kind of me- 
diumship, I will tr:nseribe another communitatice received the 
same day from the sawo Spirit, and intermingled with one from 
some other Spirit. T give it verdetim et literatim : 


“ Now place your hand upon the table, and you will be—fortune will 
take a turn ia your favor very sooa—tvar gives all of us evil—that we 
may find that we like—will uo waated—you say all vanily—and ali 
you met with ia your life depends on yourself.” 


On Mrs. F. requesting me to remove my hand from the 
board, the comnmnication was recommenced ou the board, be- 
ginning with the first liuc, as follows : 


“ Now place your hand upon the table, nod you will be able to write, 
and place no reliance upon yourself. Questlon me about your boy. 
and I will tell you when you wish to know about him. You did not 
wish to be wrong when you spoke to him to-day at dinner. You should 
bo firm with him. When you speak to him you are too cross to him 
sometimes, and too gentle at other tiwca Way do you not lay your 
hand on tho table.”

Shortly after this time, Mrs. M. and I started for the sea 
coast, near Portland, aod in a few days after our departure my 
daughter, Mrs. F., became developed asa writing-medium. She 
wrote sac similes of the hands of several of her husband’s de- 
ceased relatives. The hand of his brother, William F., was 
perfectly startling ; it was identical. He wrote me a long 
postscript through her hand, covering two or three pages of one 
of her letters to me, using her hand with the most perfect ease 
and freedom, though Ais hand was very bold aud peculiar ia its 
character, and very unlike Aer small, delicate handwriting. 

July 20, 1857.—I received a letter of this date from my 
sou Donald, which reached us at Ocean House, near Portland. 
He gives an account of the doirgs of the Spirits daring our ab- 
sence, and I shall therefore simply copy a portion of his letter, 
because le was an obstinate skeptic on the subject of Spirit- 
ualism, Le says: 

“ We have had extraordinary doings with the Spirits lately. Even 
I am almost. if not altogether convinced of the truth of Spiritualism. 
Agues has been devcloped ns a writing-medinm, and ber productions 
are wonderful. To day she has received communicatioas from William 
F.. and from his motber, both communications being very lengthy and 
wrilten in their own respectivehands. Charles (Mrs. F.'sLusband), who 
came down on Saturday, is perfectly amazed, and saya that the com- 
munications from both bis motber and his brother. are exact fac 
similes of their handwriting. I can positively state that no one in the 
world conld distinguish between those productions of Agaca and oncs 
actually writtea by William P. She writes very rapidly, and never 
hesitates for a moment. 

On Tuesday lust, Agnes was all day coaversiog with the Spirits, and 
at night till about 3 o'clock, when she came and woke me, sad told me 
to gut the carriage ready, as Charles (at Toronto) was dying. and she 
was determined to go by the train in the morning. Afterward the 
Spirits told her that if rbe went to Toroato the excitement might be 
fatal to her: nud they advised ber to seod me ju her place. I told 
Agnes that it was all nonsense, but she would uot be couvinced, and i 
was obliged to start off at Ove iu the morning for Toronto, I went im- 
mediately to Charles’ office, and there I found him bard at work writ- 
Ing, and never looked better ia his life. I returned to Belleville the 
saine evening, nnd found Agacs quite out of her fright. Indeed, sho 
got outuf it un hour or two after I started, as some good Spirit told 
her that uer fears were without foundation, and thut the whole of these 
dies about Churies were productions of an evil Spirit. 

“I must tell you que other curions thing about spiritualism, and 
then I aw doue. The other night Agues, Alice, and myself were sit-

Very few of them 
will hold communion with the Spiritaalists, whom they regard 
with the samo aversion that Who Jews did the Samaritans, and 
thus falsifying their own doctrines, which are the strongest pro- 
test against sectarianism that the world hus yet seen. Their 
efforts to build themselves into a new sect, under the mantle of 
the great Swedenborg, has been ably exposed by an eminent 
writer of your city, ia o pamphlet entitled, “The Church of 
Christ not an Ecclesiasticism.” 

Another point on which there is mach misconception in the 
sectarian world, and which is the vource of a great degree of 
spiritual darkness, requires critical examination, It is common 
among the religious teachers in all the sects, to enjoin upon 
their hearers the duty which they call “the love of God,” and 
the “worship of God,” as if this were a sentiment of the 
human mind, to be cultivated from n sense of duty. Most sensi- 
ble people are aware that they are deficient in any auch love as 
the love of God, and make no pretensions to its exercise. Jt ia 
best for them that they do not. Many honest persons uro in 
daced by the current exhortations to believo that they ought to 
love God, and suffer severe self-accosations becanse they can 
not do so, ‘There aro others, again, who imagine that they 
have the love of God, without knowing in what it consista. 
Now, the love of God, properly considered, is God's own love 
for the haman race; and whoever kuows this will be very fur 
from claiming possession of any such Divine attribute. To have 
any just conception of this infinite love, it ia first necessary to 
learn what God has done, and is doing for the human ruce,

love of God and humanity. Mr. D. cited as evidence of psycho- 
logical conversions, that they did not stay converted (except 
those who were petted by the church), that if left alone, and 
without extraneous influences, the religion died ont in a few 
months—that is, the psychological influence wore off ; and far- 
ther, said he, these psychological converts always testify that 
they feel just as the preacher did or said they must ; that in Me- 
thodist churches the conversions are always to Methodism, in 
Baptist, to Baptism, in Presbyterian, to their peculiar notions, 
and so on—that the converts are to the peculiar feclings and 
faith of the preacher, and their religion and love is bounded by 
that of the preacher and people of their own society or denomi- 
nation. They never have that broad, comprehensive lore for all 
mankind, which was inculcated by Christ. 

The converts under this psychologizing process were always 
of more negative than positive natures. They were the simple, 
soft, good-natured, kind-hearted, sympathetic portion of the 
community, and never the strong, positive matter-of-fact, sub- 
stantial, reflecting people. These want to know the whys and 
the wherefores ; the others were satisficd with the feeling of the 
psychological influence of a man, and mistook it for that of 
Christ. 

Mr. D. said a prominent Campbellite preacher informed_him- 
self respecting psychology, and came to the conclusion that 
most converts were made through its influence, and he became

Instead of the old formula “ believe or 
be damned,” everybody was called on to tell how they felt, and 
what they knew about religion, and the five minute rule was 
adopted for them to do it in—very few knowing enough to re- 
quire so much time. Psychology and sectarianism were in som® 
degree crucified and cast ont, so as to render it possible for a per- 
son to become converted to Methodism in a Presbyterian 
church, and vice versa. He maintained that the cause of the 
movement was the spiritual influence exerted through the near 
ness of the Spirits to mortals at this time.

Surrors, Va., May 19, 1858. 


Cmaxrs Pasrnncr, Eso. : 

From my youth up to this day I have possessed a disposi- 
tion to take hold on new things, and have investigated them, 
and whenever, in my jadgment, I have found them to be good, 
I have embraced and defended them. For this I have been 
much ridicaled and lightly spoken of. But I have ever been 
either so wise or so foolish as not to let any man or set of men 
drive me off from that which I thonght to be good and right. 

I will inform you that | entered into the ministry in the year 
of 1809, and preached with all the zest of an honest youth, and 
have contiaued to preach the gospel until age and infirmities 
bare nearly stopped my mouth in that work. I am a lover of 
the Goepel of Jesus Christ, ard I also am a real lover of Spir- 
ifualism. Whatever others may think or say about Spiritual- 
iam, it appears to me to be a glorious appendage to the Gospel 
of Christ—our great departare from which has rendered such 
an appendage nccessary —and that God in his goodness has 
been pleased to grant us that favor.

They profess to act under instructions from 
their government, and that they aro induced to exercise specint vigil- 
ance at this time from tho expeotation of the arrival on our oonat, 
about this time, of sovoral vessels with elnves on board.

Sourcing op Hesry Wittuuaa Heesert—Henry William Herbert, a 
well-known writer under the nom de plums of Frank Forrester, com- 
mitted suicide at tho Stevens Souse, this city, at two o'clock on (Rd 
morning of the 17th inst., by shooting himsolf with a pistol. Mr. H, 
was on Englishman, a mon of extensive and varicd information, a for- 
tile writer for the magazines, and the author of several novels and 
eporting works. The cause of this uakappy termination of a not very 
nappy life, was the alienation of the affections of his wifo, and tho final 
determination of the latter to scparate from him. Ho lefta letter to 
the press, prefering a request that it should abstain from commonts 
upon bis life and death, and one to tho Coroner, explanatory of the 
causes which led him to terminate bis own life.

observance upon others. * * * 

The derivation of the word affords the best evidence of the origin 
of the institution.

“The Hebrew seren, written Sada. or Shala, and by modern Jews 
Shebang, signifies also old age. Sabbath, which we translate by the 
word ‘rest’ also menns old age and ‘grey headed,’ and is doubtless de- 
rived from the eame root. In the Egyptian Coptic it signified erudi- 
tion. Sabe in Coptic is a Sage. Tae Druidical priests were called 
Subs—Subcanism was the religioa they taught. Tho Celtio Sab-aith 


blics of witches and sorcerers. . 
“The Saba day waa then, the day on which the ‘gray headed men,’ 


or sacrifice. The intervals of their mectings, if hebdomadal—and they 
would necessarily be so from the observance of tho Inaar festivals of 
India—would be Saba-diy periods, Saba therefore became a term of 
computation, standing for the numeral seven just in the same way as 
the moon became identified with the period of s lnnation, which we 
still calla ‘moon’ or ‘month.’ The public business transacted, and the 
religious solemuitics observed on the Saba day, caused that day to be 
regarded as more important than others, and necesearily gave to the 
number Saba, or seven, a marked significance, which made it an appro- 
priate name for anything that was perfect or complete ; afterwards, 
with the assistance of astrological priests, ıt grew into a ‘fortunate’ 
number, and a sacred number. 

‘These Sada days or septenary lunar festivals of India, Chaldea and 
Egypt, were holidays ; that is, they were days on which less work was 
performed than on other days, because all customary labor was then 
interrapted by the convocations beld for religious or gencral objects ; 
and tke celebration of ancient religious rites when not connected with 
funeral ceremonies. were more frequently than otherwise occasions of

Tue Bunstxe ‘Mounrary.—As is generally known, there Is a velo of 
coal located above the water level Io the Broad Mountain. about neven 
miles from this Borough, and near Heckecherville. which for twenty- 
one years bas been on fire. The vein, which contains excellent White 
Ash coal,is some forty fect in thickness, The origin of the fire is 
attributed to a couple of miners, who having somo work to perform io 
the depth of winter, built a fre—thoy being cold—in the gangway. 
The famea destroying the prop timbers, were carried by a strong our- 
rent, rapidly slong the passage, and fire communicating to the coal all 
subscqunt cfforta to cxstloguish it were ineffectual. The men were cut 
off from ereape, and were, undoubtedly, saffocated to death. Their 
remains were never found. A few days since wo ascended the moun- 
tain at the spot of the Ore, and were intere-ted in examining the cffeot 
of the fire upon the surface. The course of it is from west to east, and 
where the vein is nearest the sarfuce, tho ground Is, fur the space of 
several hundred fect enaken into deep pits, and while the stones ex- 
bibit evidence of having been exposed to the action of intense beat, 
every vestige of vegetation is blasted. It is a desert track in the midst 
of smiling terlitity. The ground in some places was almost too warm 
for the hand to rest upon it, while steam from water heated by the in. 
ternal fire, rose from every pore. The fro has evidently extended for

Of brandy, he has not 
found moro than one gallon of pure in a hondred gallons, the imite 
tions habing been whisky for a basis, and various poisonous acids for 
the condiments, Of wipes, not a gallon in a thousand purporting to be 
sherry, port, or awcet Malaga, is pure; but they aro made of water, 
sulphuric acid, alum, Guinea pepper. horseradish, and many of them 
without a single drop of alcoholic spirit. No Madcira hns been made 
since 1851, and there arc now only 7,000 or 6,000 pipes upon the entire 
island. Dr. Cox warrants there are not ten gallons of pure port in 
Cincinnati. Tle also states that in his inspection of whisky, he found 
only from 15 to 20 per cent. of alcobolio spirit, when it should have 
becu 45 to 60, and rome of it contains sulphurio acid eaough in a quart
